I wish to <«nii »h# stteniics of the 
fflCKbcrs to a proposed new Article 
relating to the. Young People's So- 
cialist League. It Is Important that 
the members should give their ser- ' 
lous consideration to this amend- 
ment when voting, for if it Is adopt- 1 
ed, it will cause considerable oppo- 1 
siUon from the Y. P. 8. L. The pro- 
posed new Article is as follows: ' 
Section 1. — "The work of the Y. P. ' 
8. L. In the national Held shall be, 
under the control and direction of 
the N. E. C. of the Socialist Party." 
Section 2 — "Branches of the Y. P. 
S. L. shall be under the control of 
the city, county, or state organisa- 
tlona. and must in all cases work 1 
In harmony with the constitution 
and platform of the Socialist Party." 

After reading this amendment, it 
might be asked— "What objection 
have the Leagues to it?" The objec- 
tion is this: The Leagues object to 
having every Branch or Local of the 
Socialist Party given the full power 
to control their organization. They 
object to the Party controlling their 
activities. They are desirous of 
governing themselves. They do not 
wish to have the continual Interfer- 
<uce in their affairs by the Party. 
The Leagues appreciate immensely 
the aid and direction of the Socialist 
Party, but they do not desire to be 
controlled. They are fully capable 
of governing themselves, and when- 
ever the party has interfered with 
their work — the result has been con- 
Ktartt friction and disharmony. 

Aa far as the Leagues coming In- 
to friction with the constitution and 
platform of ths Party— the leagues 
wherever organised have inserted In 
their respective constitutions, the 
provision 'That whenever any ac- 
tion ot the league shall 'be In con- 
flict with the Party constitution, 
the latter shall govern." The leagues 
have endorsed the Party as their 
Director, and they will not recog- 
nize any League which any Local 
of the Party objects to. These re- 
strictions they place upon them- 
selves. Outside of this they do not 
wish any control or undue inter- 
ference of the Party. 
The amendment that is proposed 
It doee not give, 
r.ny specific powers to the Branches 
of the Party, but Just says "con- 
trol," and thst means full control. 
r>o the members of the Party earn- 
estly want to exercise such a power 
tipon the Y. P. 8.

If we permit peace to be made by 
generals and diplomats, then the re- 
lation of European governments will 
only be once more established upon 
a wider Imperialistic basis, which 
will form but the beginning of a 
period of stronger militarism and of 
new wars. 

Just how far It will be possible 
through our influence to make of 
the coming peace a turning point 
In the upward curve of militarism 
aad the beginning of a period of 
disarmament, can not new be fore- 
told. To be sure It Is probable that 
this war will create, in wide circlet 
of all peoples, and not alone among 
the proletariat: tbe peyohologlcal 
conditions for a universal popular 
action for a permanent peace such 
as the world has hitherto not known. 

Probably we are about to enter 
upon a psychological moment where 
the International Socialist move- 
ment, tf It Is prepared and united, 
and if In every country the Social- 
ists arise to the occasion, can ac» 
compllsh much In a battle against 
Imperialism.

It-Is fa«r la ksapvoB-wtth 
the soneral Socialist aatl-war 
program. Ib the international 
Socialist Congress of ltt7. at 
Stuttgart the attitude of the 
Socialists, ta case of war, was 
denned. That attitude was to 
this effect: That until war 
broke out Socialists of all coun- 
tries were to make every effort 
to avoid It but if those efforts 
failed, aad war broke out not- 
withstanding, then, at the first 
opportunity, the first opportune 
moment the Socialists of the 
belligerent eoBBtrtes were to 
open propaganda for. a speedy 
peace. There probably has been 
ao proper or opportune moment 
for this op to the present aa 
far as the Oerman Socialists are 
concerned; bat now, owing to 
the fact that the German Social- 
ists probably feel that Germany 
has the strategic advantage k 
the war, they can afford to make 
offers of peace with out having 
their motives misconstrued. 

This Is not the attitude of the 
German Socialists alone. The 
French, English and Belgian So- 
cialists havs expressed a desire 
to work tor/ peace as soon as 
conditions are propitious. That 
would mean that the allies would 
hare to reoccupy the territory 
east and west conquered by 
Germany and Austria. In other 
words, they feel that fcefore an 
offer of peace can come from 
them they must materially Im- 
prove their condition on the bat- 
tlefield. They probably feel that 
it is Imperative for this country 
or countries to win some decis- 
ive victory over Germany before 
peace proffers would be suit- 
able. 

This situation makes the out- 
look for peace Indefinite so far 
as the activities of the Socialists 
are concerned, unless, indeed, 
the present Socialist peace offer 
comes with the toleration K not 
the sanction of the Oerman Gov- 
ernment In that event it may 
lead to peace parleys among /the 
governments, in which case th« 
socialist* la ui6 allied countries 
—England, France, Belgium— 
• •>. -.. •_ »» -'■ 

^cc:"!!:i- m -:: •-■ruc'.ri-.-a ssr.-ci 
to do In formulating the essen- 
tials of a peace progrsio. TuU 
would Include a provision 
against the annexation of ter- 
ritory, the collection of Indem- 
nities and would provide for the 
right of a people In disputed 
territories to determine ' their 
own political affiliations. 

I truly believe, looking at the 
matter squarely, that the peace 
manifesto of the German Social- 
ists Is the first hopeful sign 
pointing toward tbe end of the 
present war.
